Your office space, including that of the Resident Agencies, was 
found to he adequate, secure and well maintained. No safety defects were 
found in tine cars inspected and your repair and operating costs approximate 
Bureau averages* You must be more aggressive in your efforts to secure 
automobile storage facilities in five Resident Agencies. I not e that the 
incidence of automobile accidents has been reduced. You should not be 
satisfied, however, until all preventable accidents are eliminated. 

Although the racial situation has been relatively quiet In New York, 
do not be lulled into a false sense of security. The potential for racial violence 
In your territory is considerable and there is a pressing need for improvement 
in your Racial Mormant and liaison Source Programs, particularly in the 
ghetto areas. I shall expect you to have sufficient coverage to insure timely 
i i» notice of all significant racial developments.

high and I shall certainly expect further redaction. 

i was pleased to learn that your Chief Claris Office is functioning 
in a generally smooth fashion and that form errors and misfiled index cards 
are below average. Suggestions made for improved training of clerical 
employees which is a necessity in view of the high rate of clerical turnover 
in your office, should be acted upon immediately. Decentralisation of your 
rotor files, as approved during the inspection, should also serve to improve 
the overall operations of fho Chief Clerk’s Office. I note that although your 
stenographic production is average and retypes low, you have experienced 
considerable stenographic delinquency due primarily to high turnover and 
loss of experienced personnel. Close attention should be paid to clerical re- 
cruitment and training in order to improve your stenographic production. 

I cannot overemphasise the need for you to exercise stringent 
economies throughout your operation. Ton must thoroughly implement all 
suggestions and instructions of the Inspector aimed at economies in equip- 
ment, deployment of Agents, and close examination of existing programs and 
projects to insure maximum value is received for manpower utilised and ex- 
penditure of funds. 

Your approved personnel complement as of October u, IDu 1 ?, was 
05‘V Agents and 531 clerhs. An analysis at the Bureau as a result of the 
elimination of the use of Form * £-210 (Letterhead LXemorandum Setting Cut 
Information Regarding Aliens) has determined that the time of one Agent and 
three typists can be saved by this measure. Your authorised complement has 
accordingly boon reduced to 080 Agents and 850 cterxs. As instructed by the 
Inspector, you should malte every effort to handle your increasing responsibilities 
through judicious use of available Agent manpower. You should placedadditionai 
emphasis on recruiting clerical employees for your office and you should see 
to it that each of your employees is frequently reminded of the problem and 
contributes to its solution. 

You must closely follow the status of the tea Agents oa limited duty 
in order to insure that their reteation is at all times justified by their pro- 
ductivity and ability to share the worh load. 

Voluntary Overtime being expended by your office was found to be 
productive and equitably shared. You must insure that all overtime perform- 
ance continues to meet these criteria.

Ther / 
first mention of him by name in the "New York Times was toward 
the bottom of the article and then only mentioned his notice to^ 
Mayor Lindsay of the indictment of Marcus, who had been Lindsay s 
Commissioner of Water, Gas, and Electricity, as wall as being a 
close personal friend. 



The video tape of the press release given by Assistant 
Director Malone was aired on all New York City : television 
channels, in addition to extremely broad radio coverage. All 
of these media highlighted the FBI investigation and arrest of

"The Washington Post and Times Herald" gave complete coverage 
to the event and nowhere mentioned the name of United States 
Attorney Morgenthau, its story portraying this case as 
exclusively an FBI triumph.

After reviewing the results of the recent inspection of the New York 
Office, 2 have approved the following ratings for your operations; Physical 
Condition and Maintenance, Investigative Operations, Administrative 
Operations, Personnel Matters and Applicant Recruitment Matters - Very- 
Good; Contacts - Excellent. 

Your office space, including that of the Resident Agencies, was found 
to he secure and generally well maintained. The decentralization of your 
pending files and other internal organizational changes since the last inspection 
were described as beneficial. Continue efforts to secure suitable automotive 
storage facilities at the Rabyion, Garden City and MonticeUo Resident Agencies. 
The age and heavy usage of your automobile fleet demand more careful attention 
to operating and repair costs which have increased slightly since the last in- 
spection. 

In no area am I more concerned than that involving racial matters. 

Since New York City is the hub of the biacK power movement and the potential 
for violence appears very great, our grave responsibilities in this field can- 
not be overlooked for one moment. Regardless of the fact that your racial 
informant coverage has substantially increased, I am not at all convinced that 
sufficient efforts and ingenuity have been devoted to this problem. In addition 
to implementing the Inspector** instructions that twenty-five additional Agents 
are to be diverted to investigating racial matters for the next four months, I 
want It clearly understood that every Agent in the New York Office must fully 
share the responsibility for meeting our obligations to this most sensitive area, 
while at the same time handling other vital programs. Your aggressive personal 
leadership to this connection is absolutely essential.

I am dissatisfied with the continued above-average delinquency of 
the New York Office and the below-average case closings per Agent. V. ith 
an ever-increasing case load and a field-wide shortage of Agents, it is im- — 
perative that every possible streamlining device be utilized to achieve 
maximum effective use of manpower. The above-average missed civil 
rights and fugitive deadlines, as well as the substantive errors detected 
during the inspection, pinpoint other areas which need closer supervisory 
attention. 




Vi niie your baiu robbery solution rate has improved considerably 
since the last inspection, the Inspector’s instructions and suggestions must 
be aggressively implemented and unrelenting supervisory and investigative 
attention given the 102 pending unsolved violations. 

Your Criminal Intelligence and Interstate Gambling Activities 
Programs were rated excellent. You can take justifiable pride in the fact 
that your conviction accomplishments in this field have reached an all- 
time high for your office in the current fiscal year. The cases still awaiting 
prosecutive action should be vigorously followed. 



Your Criminal and Reeurity Informant Programs were rated very 
good. The increased membership and activities of the Progressive Labor 
Party and the Students for a Democratic Society demand additional quality 
informant coverage. The Inspector took cognizance of your achievements 
in advancing sources within the Communist Party and hi the promptness and

I was pleased to know that your Chief Clerk’s Office is functioning 
in a generally efficient manner. Project work, although reduced since the 
last inspection, is still too high and must be further reduced consistent with 
the availability of employees. Delays noted in the preparation of bulky 
exhibit green sheets, as well as the Indexing weaknesses noted on the part 
of Special Agents, must be eliminated.

I also observed that while your stenographi<rwork is current and 
your retypes low, stenographic productivity continues to be below average. 
Bvery effort should be made to continue the upward trend in productivity 
achieved in recent months. 

Of concern are the increase in the number of errors in daily reports 
and Number Three (Locator) Cards since the last inspection, and the continued 
excessive time spent by Agents in the office. Certainly a reduction could be 
achieved in these areas with increased supervisory attention. 

The Inspector concluded that your previously authorized quota of 95b 
Agents and 53b clerical employees is still appropriate to the needs of your 
office, based on the current wor e load of New Yor.*. As you were advised 
by the inspector, this does not mean that you have a permanently fixed Agent 
complement, either for the entire office or the Divisions within the office. 

It does mean that adjustments will be necessary to meet the changing needs, 
not only of the New York Office but of the entire Bureau. It also means you 
have a compelling responsibility to make the most judicious use of Agents 
now assigned, or who may be assigned to your office. 

Your productive efforts in recruiting Agent applicants are gratifying. 

As to the recruitment of clerical personnel for the Feat of Government, 
during the past year New Yor& recruited to as compared to a quota of bO; 
however, your monthly quota has not been met regularly during the off- 
season months. Kecognizing the highly competitive labor market in New 
York, it remains mandatory that all employees of your office redouble their 
efforts to secure qualified employees for the Feat of Government on a con- 
tinuing basis. 

I was gratified to note that you are cognizant of the importance of 
qualify public appearances and good relations with the various news media. 

You and the Special Agents in Charge must carefully study the in- 
spection findings. Advise the Bureau within thirty days of the corrective 
action taken to comply with the Inspector’s instructions.

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PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 



Along the way during 34 years experience in the field 
of law enforcement, including time served in the Suffolk 
County District Attorney's Office, United States Naval In- 
telligence, the Federal Bureau of Investigation, and present- 
ly the Suffolk County Police Department, I have some thou- 
ghts which I would like to pass -along to you for your consid- 
eration. 

1. In reference to recruiting -men to become police 
officers, I believe that many good men have been 
lost due to the present system of working around 
the clock. It is my feeling, especially in view of 
the present trend on the part of police officers 
pursuing courses in higher education, that some 
sort of survey be undertaken to investigate the 
possibility of keeping a man on the 8 to 4 tour, 4 
to 12 tour, or 12 to 8 tour on a permanent basis, 
thereby enabling him to make plans to attend 
school either in the day or night to obtain a de- 
gree. This could probably be accomplished under 
the Safe Street bill. 

2. Whereas the police are constantly being trained in 
new methods and procedures, it appears to me that 
there is very little training of prosecutors and jud- 
ges of the criminal courts, in particular those 

' judges of the inferior courts, who appear to be 

.mainly concerned about being overruled on appeal. 

3. As to disturbances, demonstrations, and secur- 
ity of visiting dignitaries, which necessitate ass- 
igning increased police personnel, I would like to 
have all law enforcement agencies involved pub- 
lish the cost of same, as to overtime pay, etc. , 
thereby letting the public know how costly the de- 
monstrations, disturbances and security precau- 
tions are to them.

4. Recently, more and more police departments are 

putting police officers on the street, in addition 
to the radio cars. I believe this is in the right 
direction. It gives the police officer the oppor- 
tunity to stop and talk with the citizen, look in 
through the door and say hello to the shopkeeper, 
and above all, to come into contact with the pub- 
lic, and possibly explain under what restrictions 
and prohibitions he is required to work under to- 
day, due to recent court decisions. One of the 
principal sources of contact that the police have 
with the public is relative to Vehicle & Traffic 
violations, but, unfortunately, they seldom are 
in a position to make friends and improve their 
image. 

5. Police departments, I believe, may possibly give 
added emphasis to crime prevention. It seems to 
me that the police and public must be brought 
closer together, and above all, respect for law 
and order must be restored. 

In conclusion, I believe the police should make every 
effort to present their side of the story to the public, and 
to point out that although they may be in sympathy with some 
demonstrators, they cannot permit them to attempt to at- 
tain their goals if unlawful means or violence are used.

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POLICE LABORATORY AND MOBILE LABORATORY 

TECHNIQUE

A properly equipped and staffed scientific laboratory 
is a recent addition to the armament of the police officer. 

At the same time, proper utilization must be made of the 
laboratory's facilities in order for the team effort of police- 
man and scientific Expert to function at a maximum. 

An important adjunct to the solution of crime is the 
examination and interpretation of various bits of evidence. 

It should be apparent that the result of such examination 
will be only, as good as the evidence submitted. If evidence 
is mistreated before submission for examination, the exam- 
ination is useless. 

In January of last year. President Johnson said in his 
"State of the Union" address that a greater emphasis on 
better crime investigating methods must be made. Couple 
this idea with the recent Supreme Court decisions vitally 
affecting Police investigations, and any aid that will assist 
the field investigator must be utilized. Therefore, increas- 
ing the role of the mobile evidence technician will be one of 
the best means of aiding the field man. 

Several of the large metropolitan Police Departments, 
such as New York City and Chicago, already have mobile 
units available twenty— four hours per day. The Supreme 
Court decisions were brought about mainly by court cases 
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involving small Police Departments, not the larger, more 
sophisticated Departments. The developing of mobile evid- 
ence technicians as a necessary unit would cause a modern- 
ization of any Department because of the introduction of bas- 
ic scientific principles. George P. Monaghan, former Po- 
lice Commissioner,. City of New York, said, "The most 
striking change Science will have on Police work, will be 
in the manner in which police collect and examine physical 
evidence. " This introduction was written 15 years ago and 
only a few agencies were alert enough to heed the warning. 

Now, there is no choice. Evidence technicians are a must, 

* 

and advantage of this unit must be taken. 

Most of the investigator's time is spent conducting in- 
terviews. Unfortunately, many field men have much of their 
time taken up with routine crime searches. Dusting for 
prints, taking photographs, and looking for other evidence 
will take up a lot of time at a most crucial period, the in- 
ception of the investigation. 

At the scene of the crime, the evidence technician will 
often be required to make quick judgements. For example,, 
his opinion will be requested concerning the possibility of 
certain stains being blood or semen. These decisions could 
be of extreme importance at the onset of an investigation. 

The investigator is not trained to perform any such prelim- 
inary field tests, while the technician with relatively few 
chemicals, can make such tests and arrive at a fairly accur- 
ate decision. 

It is necessary, then, that a mobile unit be equipped 
for making preliminary analyses and it also should have 
equipment for collecting and preserving evidence at a scene. 
For example, fresh whole blood can reveal a great deal of 
information, while a dried blood stain reveals a limited 
amount of data. A trained technician can remove such ev- 
idence and keep it free from contamination. We would have 
no such assurance with the average investigator. 
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The well-trained technician can make valuable suggest- 
ions to the field investigator, expecially if the technician has 
made many crime scene searches. The technician can thus 
act as an additional training tool for his department in an 
extremely important area, the actual crime scene. The 
average detective has merely a limited knowledge on trace 
evidence, such as hair, fibers, etc. Having a technician 
indicate the value of this evidence at the onset of the investi- 
gation and then after such evidence has proved its value in a 
court conviction, the detective will see the practical results 
and benefits of such minute bits of evidence when examined 
at the laboratory later. After several such successes, the 
technician will be welcomed at a crime scene. 

Using the technician at the crime scene will mater- 
ially reduce the number of people in the chain of evidence. 
Since the technician is on the scene almost from the begin- 
ning of the investigation, the preservation, collection and 
subsequent transporting of evidence to the laboratory can 
all be done by him, taking another responsibility off the 
shoulders of the field investigator. The marking and labell- 
ing of evidence can be done at the direction of the field in- 
vestigator but under the supervision of the technician so that 
this identifying of evidence, regardless of the means used, 
will not hinder future analysis. Too many times, the integ- 
rity of an item of evidence is destroyed by improper mark- 
ing. 



Constant exposure to the investigation of crime scenes, 
under a variety of conditions, will soon render the astute 
mobile technician expert; and the technician has an advantage 
over the investigator in that in searching a scene for evidence, 
experience is the best teacher. Since the technician is not 
responsible for any other phase of an investigation, he can 
devote his complete attention to the crime scene. This sing- 
le-mindedness is a definite asset.. The investigator has a 
multiplicity of duties that should be accomplished in the 
shortest possible time. The technician is free from this bur- 
den of responsibility. 
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Another advantage of the mobile evidence technician 
unit would be in associating similar crime scenes to one an- 
other. Since most Police Departments are broken down into 
Precinct areas, the mobile unit could be a connecting link 
among these areas. For example, the method of operation of 
a successful safe burglar will be similar at each scene. The 
technician will quickly see this similarity and relate this in- 
formation to the interested squads. The technician can also 
hold the evidence from the various scenes for future compar- 
ison and when the criminal is apprehended, trace evidence 
from several scenes can be found and used against the de- 
fendant. 

The role of the mobile unit will grow more important 
as time goes on. With experience and constant training, the 
technicians can make improvements on their own techniques, 
thereby furthering the advance of investigation. As new 
scientific instruments become available, the technician can 
adopt these advances to his use. An example of such an in- 
strument is the "Hydro-carbon" detector. This device is 
taken to the scene of an arson and is used to detect the or- 
igin of the fire by measuring the volatility of hydro-carbons 
being given off by the material at the scene. This relatively 
new instrument eliminates .the guess work that heretofore 
has been done in gathering arson evidence. 

At the same time, one should not lose sight of the fact 
that any investigator, whether at a crime scene or not, is 
encouraged, to submit evidence to the laboratory for exam- 
ination or advice, at any hour of the day or night. 

We can see that using a mobile technician’s unit can 
be of inestimable value to any police agency. The saving 
of time to a field investigator is of utmost importance. The 
improvement in the collection and preservation of evidence 
is another important aid. Thus, these two advantages will 
give peace of mind and more assurance to an investigator 
and hopefully will spur him on to greater efforts in his phas- 
es of investigation.

I have a friend named Joe. He isn't very bright. As 
a matter of fact, he was in the 8th Grade so long that his 
teacher finally decided to marry him even though he was a 
lot older than she was. She wanted to make sure too, that 
he didn't take his shoes off when he counted past ten. 

As I say Joe, is a quite stupid guy and some of the 
questions he asks, especially those pertaining to law enforce- 
ment, are quite ridiculous. 

For instance, Joe is too stupid to understand those Su- 
preme Court decisions, which are quite simple. Joe can't 
understand how a guy who kills five people and admits to it, 
taking the detectives to the scene of the crime and re-enact- 
ing the crime, then showing where the murder weapon is, 
walks out free because a policeman failed to tell the man that 
he had the right to counsel. Imagine Joe not being intelligent

How come only a 
handful were arrested? If Joe doesn't have the silliest ques- 
tions, I'll eat my grandfather's hat, the one he wore in Cal- 
abria when he got married. 

Joe, of course, as a further, indication of his really one- 
cylinder brain asked me the other day why people get arrest- 
ed for taking photographs in the subway? I told him maybe 
we were going to convert the subway into a guided missile 
center in case of war. Joe shook his head and said maybe 
I was right. But then he wanted to know why people get ar- 
rested for taking newspapers out of the trash cans.

CADET UTILIZATION

In October of 1967, Governor Richard J. Hughes of 
New Jersey proposed recruitment of civilians in police de- 
partments to free police from "routine tasks" and thereby 
enable them to -better protect the public. In a speech pre- 
pared for the National Conference on Legislative Leadership, 
he tied in the concept of civilian police aides and the devel- 
opment of police cadet corps which could, he said, relieve 
much of the growing burden placed upon the professional po- 
lice officers. 

Back in April of 1967, Arthur J. Sills, Attorney Gen- 
eral of New Jersey, first projected the desirability of util- 
izing police cadets in connection with New Jersey police work. 
At the dedication of the new Bergen County, New Jersey, Po- 
lice and Fire Academy, Attorney General Sills proposed a 
three level concept of police work. He suggested that police

work be divided into three categories, having different salary 
ranges. There would be a uniformed but un-armed cadet 
group hired right out of high school at age 18, regular police 
to perform patrol and traffic duties, and a corps of special- 
ists. For this specialist group, Mr. Sills suggested that 
applicants complete at least two years of college - preferably 
four. The starting pay for this group, he proposed, should 
be $10, 000. 

The cadet would be expected to perform community 
service and typical cadet-type functions. Mr. Sills called 
attention to the successful utilization of such a system by 
the Chicago Police Department. The second level of police 
officer would be expected to have a high school deploma and 
a capacity for college work. He would perform the type of 
functions which occupy most of the time of local police per- 
sonnel today - patrols, rendering emergency services and 
enforcing traffic laws, etc. The third level of police officer 
would perform the most complicated, most sensitive and 
most demanding police jobs. He would be required to have 
at least two years of college work and preferably a Bacca- 
laureate Degree in the Liberal Arts or Sciences. Mr. Sills 
mentioned that this lateral entry into police work could en- 
able the recruitment of talent. from other fields and other law 
enforcement agencies, when necessary, by providing rank 
and compensation befitting the service performed. Any per- 
son who came in under any level could succeed to a higher 
level through training thereby increasing his professionaliza- 
tion and earning capacity. 

Governor Hughes is apparently pushing hard for a pro- 
gram of police cadet utilization - and the probability is great 
that he will achieve it before he leaves office at the end of 
his second term. Mandatory police training, . establishment 
of a police science course at Rutgers University, and a Uni- 
form Crime Reporting System are just a few of the law en- 
forcement objectives he stated - and then achieved. We 
might, therefore, look a little closely at this concept of po- 
lice cadet programs for here we have the objective of estab- 
lishing such a program throughout most of a state, if not the 
entire state. 
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The concept of a police cadet program had its origin 
in England around about 1935. The first such program est- 
ablished in America was in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, in 1952. 
Pasadena, California, initiated a cadet program in January, 
1954, and has the honor of maintaining one of the oldest est- 
ablished cadet programs in thriving Southern California. 

Many other cities -have since experimented with or are cur- 
rently conducting cadet programs, including the world's 
most famous police department - 'New York City. 

just what is the purpose of these programs? From an 
economic standpoint, the cadet program affords an excellent 
opportunity to release trained policemen from clerical duties 
and get them out into the field where they are most needed. 

It is a thing of dollars and cents. A police cadet can dis- 
charge for less money these clerical duties generally done 
by experienced, highly trained police officers. At the same 
time, the cadet is getting his feet in the door learning about 
police work so that he will be well along the road when he 
reaches age 21 and enters the department as a full-fledge 
member. 

Additionally, the police {departments have the opportun- 
ity to attract young men who are physically, mentally, and 
morally qualified for such work before they venture out into 
the world between the ages of 18 and 21. Without such cadet 
programs, many young men who have their hearts set on po- 
lice, work venture out into the world to. earn a living between 
ages 18 and 21, lose their interest in police work or progress 
so well bn their interlude jobs that they just can not afford 
to return to police work. Under the cadet program, too, 
there is the most unusual opportunity to improve, and pro- 
fessionalize law enforcement personnel since the require- 
ment to attend police science courses and work toward a 
college degree should be an, integral part of such programs. 
Thus, a police cadet can rather painlessly earn sufficient 
college credits for a junior college Associate in Arts degree 
or he can be well along the way toward a degree by the time 
he is 21 and becomes eligible for acceptance as a police off- 
icer. 
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Salaries of police cadets are generally most attractive. 

Cadets may serve- as full-time employees or as part-time 
employees of the municipality. The Chicago Police Depart- 
ment starts the cadet at $4* 296 per annum. He can work 
himself up to $4, 968 during the next three and one half years. . 

Part -time cadets start at $2* 06 per hour and work them- 
selves up .to $2. 39 per hour. Experience shows that most '< 

departments have entrance salaries that range around $350 
to $380 per- month for an 8 hour day. Salaries for cadets are ; 

about $200 less per month than the starting pay for regular 
officers. .Ultimately, many cadets achieve a monthly sal- 
ary ranging as high as $450 per month. Fringe benefits are 
also. included in these programs embracing paid holidays, 
sick days and two weeks vacation with pay each year. 1 

The duties of police cadets are generally of the clerical 1 

nature. A little thought will reveal the type functions they : 

can and do perform such as operdte the various radio, tele- 
phone, teletype and other means of communications; work 
upon records; type; carry messages and others; These are 
the very type functions which indeed waste the endless hours 
of trained police officers. Sergeant Edward Roehrick, Cadet 
Coordinator of the Personnel Division, Chicago Police De- 
partment, described to me the duties performed by cadets 
assigned to the Chicago Police Department. He said, "Im- 
mediately following the initial training, cadets are assigned 
to, on-the-job training positions throughout the department. 

These are established positions which are not specifically 
treated for cadets. In many instances, cadets are perform- , 

ing duties which were formerly handled by patrolmen who 
have been relieved by cadets for active duty in the field. Cad- j 

ets are rotated among duty assignments oil a planned sched- i 

ule designed to provide them with experience and training in ,, 

units of the Bureaus of Field, Staff, , and Inspectional Ser- 
vices. This relieving of the patrolman for more important 
duties is the kind of thing Governor Hughes is talking about. 

However, before the cadet is given any assignment, 
he is required to attend a two week training course conduct- 
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d by the Chicago Police Academy! This very important 
initial training program includes the following diversified 
subjects: 

City Orientation 
District Desk Duties 
Field Reporting Manual 
Hot Desk Operations 
Legal Terminology 
Report Writing 
Rules and Regulations 
Safe Driving 
Telephone Courtesy 
Department Forms 
Discipline 
First-aid 

Legal Forms and Complaints 
Police Courtesy 
Roll Call Procedures 
Safe Handling of Firearms 
State and Local Government 
Statements 

Time and Attendance Records 

A highly diversifed training? Yes indeed! ! In fact, 
it is a good deal more training than many police officers re- 
ceive upon initial appointment in states where preliminary 
police training is. not mandatory. 

Each year, cadets are required to return to the police 
Academy for a one week refresher training course which in- 
cludes a review of training activities during the past year to- 
gether with subjects which have been incorporated into the 
course as the result of recommendations for additional train- 
ing needs as expressed by supervisers of cadet personnel. 

Sergeant Roehrick commented that thirty- six police 
cadets were recently participants in a training program at 
the Police Academy designed to equip them for assignment 
as Community Service Officers in selected police districts.- 
The cadets were assigned under the supervision of a Commun 
ity Service Sergeant and assigned to the following: 
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Notify complainants of action taken whenever a re- 
ferral has been made. 

2. Maintain close contact with youths in the neighbor- 
hood where they are assigned. 

3. Devote duty time to performing street services and 
investigations which the beat officer would do if he 
had time to leave his vehicle. 

4. Cooperate with beat officers in matters of commun- 
ity service. 

Governor Hughes is not the only one who is thinking ser- 
iously and properly about this need for establishing cadet pro- 
grams. The Task Force on the Police, The President's Com- 
mission On Law Enforcement and Administration of Justice, 
also had some important commentaries on the subject. The 
Task Force recommended the following. "Because of the 
immediacy of the recruitment problem, and of the urgent need 
for college graduates in law enforcement, special financial 
incentives should be offered to persons who desire to complete 
their education and pursue careers in the police service. For 
example, under the National Defense Act of 1965, the Federal 
Government is currently providing loans to college students. 
Under this act, 50 percent of a loan is forgiven if a student 
becomes a full-time teacher in an elementary or secondary 
school or in an institution of higher education. This act should 
be amended to apply also to students entering the police ser- 
vice. As a supplement to this act. State or local governments 
could also provide student loans which would be partially or 
totally forgiven over a period of years if students enter police 
departments within that jurisdiction. " 

O. W. Wilson of the Chicago Police Department and 
others have given this police cadet program a big shove in 
the right direction. Governor Hughes, of New Jersey is now 
pressing for wide application in his state - and the President's 
Task Force has offered some cogent thinking in the area of fu- 
ture direction of such programs. It is very apparent that the 
police cadet program is going to be with us in increasing pro- 
portion during the coming years. Such programs will indeed 
contribute immeasurably to the most sought after profession- 
alization of police work - long the goal of career enforcement 
men. 
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A MINI-VIEW OF DELINQUENT WOMEN

years. As befits his subject, he treats them gently 
and with delicate humor. 



The oddity is that the further away the woman moves 
from the kitchen, the nearer she is to getting "burned. " 

Another oddity is that within these pages of propriety 
and professionalism we have yet to concern ourselves with 
women; women in crime, that is; . . .women in situations 
involving criminal or deviant behavior. 

Our fair ladies have always been active in the affairs 
of society either as rulers in fact, or as factotum behind the 
throne. But the widespread increase in the areas that here- 
tofore have been the predominant domain of men has created 
a new. breed of woman: one who is now afflicted with the 

same deviant behavior formerly identified with the male of 
the species. 

Women also turn to crime, become murderers, in- 
stigators of and accomplices to murder,' as well as other 
crimes. They too become delinquent, dissipated, drunk- 
ards, and thieves. But beyond noting their act or delinquen- 
cy there has been a failure to explain their criminality. 
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As with mother s -in-law the male reader can conjure 
up a cage full of witty remarks about this subject (and I’ve 
conjured up nay share!), but notwithstanding the levity. De- 
linquent Women is an important and proper field of study 
for our professional interest. 

Very often these days, and nights, Cherchez la femme 
is more than a romantic pursuit; it represents the path of 
an alert sleuth. The Sherlock Holmes in our crowd, as well 
as the Don Juan, never loses sight of the "woman in the 
case. " Yet the Case of Women in Crime and Delinquency 
has escaped the microscopic eye of social and police scien- 
tists. . . and the feminine mystique remains as elusive to the 
criminologist as it has been to man himself since Adam, 
chased Eve. 

Of the many faces of Eve, this inquiring spectator has 
tried to focus his curiosity on (a) the apparent increase in 
the incidence of her criminal or deviant behavior, and (b) 
whether the characteristics of this type behavior are mark- 
edly different from those of men. 

Adam's Eve had nothing, but today's mini-skirted fe- 
male has derived a tank full of benefits from the social chan- 
ges won by her bloomer-clad grandma. It is no shock in 
modern society to find our women in the mainstream of com- 
munity, business, educational and political life. And mod- 
ern man frankly admits that there has been a very real lib- 
eration of women from ignorance, drudgery, and yes, con- 
finement (in the home); but, unfortunately, the women who 
left the coop have come to experience the same frustrations 
and temptations that drove their menfolk to drink, and to. . . 
well, ... to do other illegal and immoral things ! 

More women suffrage has meant more women , suffer- 
ing with social ills. More sophistication and greater oppor- 
tunities have stimulated women towards a new equality: in 

the standings for criminal and deviant behavior ! For sev- 
eral decades the female's proportion in almost all types of 
crime has increased, . . .and in one area she's got it all 
sewed up . . . shoplifting! ! 
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Embezzlement and fraud, once virtually a male mon- 
opoly, has become a working girl's best friend. Armed 
robbery, the criminal's he-man crime, is becoming a Bonn- 
ie and Clyde affair, with the Bonnie of our day participating 
as a "wheeler" or "lookout. " However, women still are less 
likely than men to commit burglary . and auto theft. 

Some women have regarded women's rights as a blank- 
et (? ? ) release from previous standards of propriety and 
legality. They have expressed this freedom more easily in 
the area of sexual conduct. And the bare facts show that 
as standards of chastity relaxed, a corresponding increase 
appeared in the number of commercial prostitutes and in the 
incidence of other illicit sex practices. How much of this in- 
crease is due to tighter enforcement or to some other reason 
has not been uncovered. 



Home technology and the baby sitter have nearly elim- 
inated all household chores and have offered our emancipated 
women more leisure and less concern for the care of home 
and child. This circumstance, with or without the ever- 
present temptation for "status" and cash income, may a- 
c count for certain kinds of female delinquency, such as al- 
coholism, drug addiction, prostitution, or some other con- 
venient enterprise. When 24 housewives were arrested for 
operating illegal telephone answering services in their homes 
for bookmakers, the NYC Police Commissioner commented: 
"The women found it convenient to engage in this work since 
it coincided roughly with the school hours, and in addition, 
they could handle their housework between calls. " 

This leisure has also influenced their parental prer- 
ogatives. It has encouraged a permissive discipline towards 
their leisure -oriented fun-conscious offspring with the re- 
sult that girls tend to begin their "delinquent ways" at an 
earlier age, and thus become the delinquent woman at a later 
age. Drug addiction, larceny, illicit sex behavior, drinking, 
and vagrancy are engaged in by young teen-agers to a greater 
extent than in the recent past. Another phenomenon that is 
becoming more common is that girls are found nowadays to 
be active collaborators in boys' gangs. 



The delinquent female has not aroused her share of 
scientific attention, despite the published fact that she has 
steadily increased her standing in practically all types of 
crime and deviant behavior. The statistics of crime rates, 
as with many sets of figures, especially figures for females, 
do not reveal everything. The numbers, referring to females 

in the crime statistics, under -estimate the realities 

(1) Women tend to behave like women even in crime. Women 
are not frequently involved, directly, with crimes of violence 
and force. (2) When women commit deviant acts they are 
more likely than men to be protected from paying the con- 
sequences. Thus, the delinquent woman, of tarnished propr- 
iety, is treated preferentially, as in tribute to ye olde moral- 
ity.. And the feminine charm continues; - tho recegnized in 
the crime rates, the delinquent woman is spared the probing 
approach of the police scientist, and the public appraisal of 
the social scientist. 

~^Specifically, is women* s criminal behavior identifiable? 
Can this behavior be classified and systemitized as a Female 
Modus Operandi File? 

This mini-view represents only an eyeful of the current 
crime scene in which the woman is playing a more dominant 
role than her prim sisters of an earlier decade. It is hoped 
that this perspective will invite and persuade a study in depth, 
with a view towards determining possibilities for systematic 
identification and classification of the delinquent woman.

FROM THE EDITORS 



THE CHICAGO INCIDENT 



The sight of a policeman's nightstick landing on an un- 
helmeted ' head does nothing for a viewer's appetite. Neither 
is this appetite enhanced when blood is seen running down the 
face of a young man whose face is contorted with pain. Al- 
though the American public watches with enjoyment when the 
hero in a cowboy movie cracks a whiskey bottle over the head 
of the villain, and then flings the bad guy over a bar into a 
large mirror, the realistic picture of a policeman in action 
sickens most viewers. 

Brutality is never pleasant. However, when policemen 
act to prevent bloody disorder, the word "brutality" is not 
applicable any more than an assault against the "Viet Cong by 
American troops and planes can be considered brutal. 

No one can deny that the Chicago police used force a- 
gainst the demonstrators and that in some cases the amount 
of force used might have extended what was actually necess- 
ary. But then, who can decide in the heat of battle just where 
force is to end and diplomacy take over? Would demonstra- 
tors in Chicago have walked away peaceably if the police had 
asked them to? Would they have taken their bags of garbage 
and waste and moved out of the area? And if innocent by- 
standers were caught in the middle of the fracas and physic- 
ally tossed around was it not their fault that they had moved 
too close to where the action was? 

Maintaining law and order is not a job which is always 
accomplished by verbal requests. Neither can the police put 
down riots by playing guitars and having the police commiss- 
ioner sing romantic ballads. Force is an element of police 
work. Physical danger is also another element with which 
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the police officer lives everyday. Those who condemn all 
types of police force might enjoy a visit to the morgue one 
**f&ht "when the body of a victim of a criminal attack is brought 
in. They might not feel too happy at viewing the body of a 
policeman who has been killed in the line of duty. 

And speaking of bodies, isn't it a fact that during the 
Chicago demonstrations NO ONE WAS KILLED! And is it 
possible that the reason no lives were lost was the action of 
the police? The Editors seem to think so. 

Let's analyse the overall situation. Chicago was in- 
vaded by the so-called Yippies for the purpose of disrupting 
the Democratic convention. They were training for weeks 
in techniques which can only be described as guerrilla tact- 
ics. They were planning to move into the city, confront the 
police, upset the lives of the Chicago citizens, create havoc 
within the area and the convention, and in general. . . look 
for trouble. How nice of the Chicago police to oblige them, 
by giving them what they wanted in good-sized doses. 

What might have followed had "the Yippies gotten their 
way in Chicago? Would they have extended their "revolu- 
tion" to New York City, Detroit, Los Angeles, San Francis- 
co? Would they have marched on Washington and attempted 
the same tactics? And isn't it true that these same factions 
plan to disrupt the inauguration in 1969 and attempt to dis- 
rupt a ceremony that is almost sacred? Dut the chances are 
good tljat there will be many who will not attempt such a sac- 
rilege because they fear that the Washington police will take 
a lesson from their brothers in Chicago. 

Force can only be met with force. When criminals 
attack decent citizens in the street they run only when police 
officers armed with guns come onto the scene. The pleas of 
the victim are never heeded by the criminal. If anything, he 
enjoys a sadistic pleasure in hearing the scared cries of the 
person he is assaulting. 
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To those persons critical of the Chicago police action 
we pose these questions: 

(1) Who invaded Chicago? 

(2) Why did they invade the city? 

(3) If they meant to be peaceful why did they train for 
physical combat? 

(4) How soon will they be ready to tackle the Chicago 
police again? 

One very significant fact has not been given very much 
publicity. The citizens of Chicago are very proud of their 
police department. And national polls concur.

After reviewing; the results of the recent inspection of the New York 
Office, I have approved the following ratings for your operations: Physical 
Condition and Maintenance, Investigative Operations, Administrative Opera** 
tions, .Personnel Matters and Applicant Recruitment Matters - Very Good} 
Contacts - excellent. 



Your office space, including that in the Resident Agencies, was 
found to be secure and generally well maintained. You should continue efforts 
to secure suitable automotive storage facilities at the Babylon, Garden City, 
Monticello and White Plains Resident Agencies, The condition of your auto** 
motive fleet was found to be satisfactory and no safety defects were found in 
the automobiles inspected, While your automotive operating and repair 
costs have been reduced since the last inspection, these costs are still above 
the field average. Additional efforts must be expended to bring about a 
reduction in these costs. Although the incidence of automobile accidents 
occurring during the period since the last inspection has not increased you 
should highlight the need for positive emphasis on defensive driving. 

No phase of our operations is more critical than that involving 
racial matters. Although you have experienced no major racial disturbances 
recently, the New York area is highly vulnerable to volatile reaction from 
militant Black Nationalist groups, particularly the Black .Panther party. An 
urgent need exists for additional racial informant coverage by the Hew York 
Office so that you will be apprised of potential racial violence before it 
actually occurs. A case in point concerns your failure to develop advance 
information concerning the planned bombing of New York stores by members 
of tlie Black Panther Party who were recently arrested by the New York City 
police. Every Agent in the New York Office must share fully in meeting our

responsibility for Ml intelligence in racial matters and you personally must 
provide the necessary aggressive leadership. b6 

I am pleased to note that you are up substantially in all four categories 
of statistical accomplishments for the first nine months of the current fiscal 
year. I expect you to vigorously follow the progress of each Agent to insure 
your office is well up in all categories at the end of the current fiscal year. 

The delinquency of your office continues to be above average. This trend is 
undesirable and must be reversed. The substantive errors detected during 
the inspection) as well as the above-average missed civil rights and fugitive 
deadlines) pinpoint a need for closer supervisory attention to investigative 
cases. Of particular concern to me were the c umulative investigat ive delin- 
quencies in the cases assigned to fecial Agent ! I detected by 

the Inspector. This situation highlights a need for closer supervision to 
make certain such delinquencies do not recur. 

Your bank robbery solution rate has declined since the last inspec- 
tion. I shall expect you to follow closely the Inspector’s instructions and 
pacific suggestions to improve your solutions in these highly important cases. 
Your Criminal Intelligence and Interstate Gambling Activities Programs were 
rated excellent. The comprehensive identification of t*a Cosa Nostra members 
in your territory and the other excellent results achieved are indeed gratifying. 
"Mth the application of additional manpower made available to you to combat 
organized crime, I shall expect an aggressive all-out effort to achieve maxi- 
mum results. 




As you well know, the Attorney General is establishing a ’’strike 
force” in the New York area to combat organized crime. You should make 
certain the Bureau is fully advised of all developments concerning this group, 
particularly during its formative stages. 



Your Criminal and Security informant Programs were rated very 
good. In view of the growth of the New Left movement in the New York area, 
particularly the students for a Democratic Society, it is absolutely essential 
that you keep abreast of the activities of the various New Left groups, bn 
order for the Bureau to meet its responsibilities in the security field you 
must establish additional coverage of the New Left groups to ascertain their 
plans in advance. Nothing less will be acceptable. 



It was encouraging to note the aggressive programs instituted to 
afford coverage of 36viet-bloc espionage activities; however, greater efforts x /v 
are necessary to develop Soviet defectors in place and identify illegal agents. /V) 
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Mr. John F. Malone 

X was pleased to learn your Chief Clerk’s Office is functioning in 
a generally efficient manner. Your project work, although reduced since 
the last inspection, is still too high and must be further reduced consistent 
with the availability of employees. I was pleased that your stenographic 
pool has not incurred a delinquency daring the past six months. However, 
your stenographic and typing production is well below average* Afford this 
matter your personal attention to insure productivity is increased. 

Your efforts in recruiting Agent applicants are gratifying. X note 
that while you exceeded your overall quota for recruitment of clerical 
personnel for the Seat of Government during the past year, you failed to 
meet your monthly quota four of the last ten quota months* You have also 
failed to recruit sufficient clerical employees for your own office. It is 
imperative that all personnel of the New York Office participate in providing 
a steady flow of top-quality applicants. 

The Inspector concluded that a total of 954 Agents and 572 clerical 
employees is appropriate for the needs of the New York Office. As you were 
advised by the Inspector, this does not mean that you have a permanently 
fixed Agent complement. 1 have approved the establishment of an additional 
Criminal Division for fine New York Office. I shall expect you to insure fine 
effective discharge of all Bureau responsibilities in your territory with the 
complement authorized. 

X was gratified to learn your SAC contacts are providing diversified 
and quality coverage, and your National Academy, liaison and police training 
programs appear effective. 

You and the Special Agents in Charge must carefully study the 
inspection findings. Advise the Bureau within thirty days c£ the receipt of 
this letter of the corrective action taken to comply with the Inspector's 
instructions.

PHYSICAL CONDITION AND MAINTENANCE VERY GOOD 

Office continues to occupy commercial space in residential Manhattan. It is 
conveniently located, secure, and generally well maintained, 'worthwhile organiza- 
tional changes of minor nature made since last inspection. Resident Agencies occupy 

suitable and secure space. 65 of 155 cars inspected — no safety defects detected. 

Headquarters storage secure; 4 Resident Agencies do not have storage facilities for 
cars assigned — instructions issued to continue efforts to obtain same. Operating 
and repair costs reduced since last inspection, but remain above field average.

The utilization of a 
minimum amount of FBI manpower is essential in order to 
avoid any public comment which would reflect possible 
criticism on the Bureau’s activities. 



K is expected that in the future you will exercise 
sounder judgment in any instance where it becomes necessary 
for the FBI to carry out any activity relating to the hijacking 
of an aircraft.

Your office space, including that in the Resident Agencies, was 
found to be secure and generally well maintained. You should continue 
efforts to secure suitable automotive storage facilities at the Babylon, 
Garden City, Monticello, Staten Island and White Plains Resident Agencies* 
The condition of jour automotive fleet was found to be satisfactory and 
no safety defects were found in the automobiles inspected* Your auto- 
motive operating and repair costs are above the field average. Additional 
efforts must be expended to bring about a reduction in these costs.

you to make a concerted effort to-improve your showing in this regard to 
insure your office is up in all categories at the end of the current fiscal 
year. Your delinquency continues to be above average and this undesirable 
trend must be reversed. Your solution, rate of bank robbery violations 
is slightly higher than during the last inspection. However, I shall expect 
you to closely follow the Inspector’s specific suggestions to improve your 
solutions in these highly important cases. Your Criminal Intelligence and 
Interstate Gambling Activities Programs have made excellent contributions 
and I am gratified by the successful prosecutions and pending prosecutions 
of organized crime figures in your territory, Encourage your personnel 
to continue the development of top -echelon informants. 

The Criminal Informant Program was rated excellent while the 
Security informant Program was rated very good* Although you have good 
coverage of the Communist Party, there is a need to increase your poten- 
tial security informants. Similarly, the coverage in the New Left move- 
ment, particularly the Weatherman Faction, needs definite strengthening. 
Recent streamlining procedures which l have approved should enable you 
to divert additional Agents to high-priority investigative matters such as 
the New Left movement, I have approved the establishment of an additional 
supervisory desk in the Security Bivtoion to implement the intensified 
coverage. I shall expect you to insure effective discharge of the Bureau’s 
responsibilities to cover the militant activities of toe New Left movement. 
Further, aggressive and imaginative handling of espionage and double 
agent matters must continue. 

The Chief Clerk’s Office was found to be well organized and 
functioning effectively. Your project work to up slightly from last inspection 
and must be reduced consistent with the availability of employees. Your 
stenographic and typing production is below average. You must strive to 
increase productivity through training and close supervision. 

In view of streamlining measures already approved and the 
diversion of Agent manpower from less essential programs, your request 
for seventy -nine additional Agents to not justified at this time. However, 

I have approved the transfer in of twenty additional Agents for assignment 
to high-priority programs. I will expect you to insure effective discharge 
of all Bureau responsibilities in your .Division, 

It was gratifying to learn of the high esteem in which the FBI to 
held by prominent individuals in your territory.

The detection of substantive errors during the inspection, as 
well as the above-average missed civil rights and fugitive deadlines, 
indicates a need for closer supervisory attention to investigative cases. 

Of particular concern to me were the cumulative investigative delinquencies 
found in the Accounting Squad, This supervisory breakdown highlights the 
need for more concentrated training and direction by you to preclude a 
recurrence. Furthermore, the serious administrative delinquencies 
detected in the accounting rotor file are completely unacceptable. X am 
well aware that the weakness of one supervisor was the primary causative 
factor in both the substantive and administrative deficiencies found. How- 
ever, this is the sort of weakness I expect you to prevent through frequent 
spot checks. Impress on your Special Agents in Charge that I expect them 
to be thoroughly familiar with the operations of each squad in their respective 
Divisions, 



While I am pleased with your progress in recruiting clerical 
employees for the Seat of Government and Special Agent applicants, your 
continued failure to recruit sufficient clerks for your own office is most 
disappointing. Because of this serious shortcoming and also because of 
the administrative flaws found in the Accounting Squad, you are being 
censured and placed on probation. Prompt and effective correction of 
these deficiencies will be a real test of your ability as Assistant Director 
in Charge. 



You and the Special Agents in Charge must carefully review the 
inspection findings and within thirty days of receipt of this letter inform 
the Bureau of corrective action taken to comply with the Inspector's 
instructions.

Office space in commercial building in residential Manhattan is secure, 
well maintained and conveniently located. Effectively reorganized since last inspection 
to provide for newly created Division. Resident Agencies occupy suitable and secure 
space. 53 of 166 autos inspected. No safety defects. 5 Resident Agencies do not 
have facilities for autos assigned — instructions issued to continue efforts to obtain 
same. Operating and repair costs above average; economy stressed. Utilization 
rate improved.

The Unsatisfactory rating afforded Administrative Operations was 
due mainly to administrative breakdown in supervision on Accounting 
Squad in the Criminal Division, Supervisor routing mail to Agents 
without serializing or other processing, supervisory failure on 
Accounting Squad to follow cases administratively resulting in extensive 
delays in 28 cases, form errors slightly above average. The Fair rating 
afforded Applicant Recruitment matters was due to failure of Office to 
fill its own clerical quota despite recruiting assistance from surround- 
ing offices and had 80 clerical vacancies. Due to the delinquencies 
detected in this inspection Mr. Malone's 1970 Annual Performance 
Rating was reduced from Outstanding to Excellent.

By letter 8/27/70 Assistant Director Malone, New York, forwarded a copy 
of a letter to him of 8/24/70 from Major General Samuel W. Koster in which the 
General requested that Mr. Malone provide a statement as a character reference 
for him. Koster is presently assigned at Fort Meade, Maryland. Previously he 
was superintendent of the United States Military Academy at West Point, New Yorl 
and before that was Commander of the Americal Division in Viet Nam. Charges 
are pending against him which emanated from his position as Commander of the 
Americal Division during the "My Lai Incident” of March, 1968, (infantrymen 
have been charged with killing over 100 civilian Vietnamese at My Lai). Koster 
was charged with failing to make reports to higher headquarters which the 
prosecutor alleges should have been made and with dereliction of duty by failing 
to conduct proper and adequate investigations of the incident during the Spring 
of 1968. 



Koster’s attorneys have advised that character statements would be 
extremely helpful to counter the charges. Koster requested that Mr. Malone 
provide comments on his abilities as a commander and/or staff officer and his 
adherence to Army regulations and Mr. Malone’s opinion as to his reputation in 
the community for honesty and truthfulness. 



Mr. Malone advised that as a result of close liaison maintained with the 
U. S. Military Academy, he became acquainted with General Koster during the 
latter’s tenure as superintendent. During this period the General was most 
cooperative with the Bureau and did a great deal personally to perpetuate the 
excellent liaison. Mr. Malone said he is not in a position to comment, based on 
personal experience, as to the abilities of Koster as a commander or as to his 
reputation. He has learned from officials at the Academy that Koster did an

to as a very high-type individual. Koster requested that Mr. Malone forward his 
statement to Koster T s attorney. Edward Bennett Williams, the highly -publicized 
defense attorney of Washington, D. C. M.r. Malone forwarded a proposed letter 
for Bureau approval that he would send to General Koster. In the proposed letter 
Mr. Malone states that while he would certainly like to be of assistance, it is 
contrary to a long -established policy of the FBI to furnish endorsements of 
persons who are not present or former employees of the FBI. It is believed the 
proposed letter should be revised in that we do not refer to service record sum-
